REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The past year has been marked by several changes in 
our corps of teachers. This has, of course, been a great 
handicap upon both teachers and scholars. Never- 
theless, we have been successful, for the most part, in 
securing experienced and capable teachers, and so, on 
the whole, good progress has been made. 

We would urge parents to take more interest in the 
welfare of the schools, and to show this interest by 
visiting them at least once each term. We believe that 
by doing this they would encourage both teachers and 
scholars to do better work. 

Under the high school tuition law, a number of our 
young people are attending school out of town. Our 
tuition bills on this account are quite large and an in- 
creased appropriation is absolutely necessary in order 
that we may meet this expense and at the same time 
keep up the standard in our own schools.
